Oa till' 4tb in*!., Ooinniisaioaera from 
eevctal t^tea met at Waahini^tOD City 
for the purpoae of agreeing on aome plan, 
if poMible, by which the Constitution 
rould be reeiored, and the Union rc-con- 
airuc-tod. 

On the aaue day and at the same 
hoar, depntica from the aix States; of 
klisslesippi, I.a>oiiMana, AlalMima, Sooth 
Carolina, and Florida met in Montgomery, 
Alabama, to form a Provisional Govern- 
ment for a Southern Confederacy. 

Ouc week has passed, and what has 
been done? 

Of the proceedings nf the “Conference" 
little is knovm. if, indeed, anything has 
been done. The Commissioners met, or 
gaiiizcd, listened to the eloqnent speech of 
their Chsirmsn, the venerable John Ti- 
ler— and that is all! A private letter front 
one in a position to know, and whose in- 
C'linstions, wishes, snd even prejudices 
would lead him to hope against hope it- 
self, informs us that it will do nothing— 
that as Caras any good reanlt is concerned, 
the CotnmiNUoacrs had as well remained 
at home; and all the public gossip is of the 
name tenor. 

The Congress at Montguraery proceed- 
ed promptly to meet and disi>o6e of the 
*locsuons that demanded their considera- 
tion and called for their action; and iheii 
condnet has been worthy of statesmen 
who tielievc they are right and feel thet 
the destiny of a free i>cu|>le is comaiitcd 
tu their hands. 

In striking cunirasl with the dilatory 
proceedings of the Washington “Cooler 
cnee" is the prompt and bnsincas-like ac- 
tion of tke Moutgomcry CongrcM. 

The Utter have adopted the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, formed their 
tiovemment, and elected a President and 
Vice President— a big week's work. 

Tka telegraph informs ns that Colonel 
SErrBRsON Davis, of Mississippi, is 
’‘hosen President, and Hon. A. H. Ste- 
l-ORKs, of Georgia, elected Vice Prcai- 
desi. of the bosthem Kcpnblic. 

Gen. Datu is a native of Kentnekv, 
having been l>om in what ia now Todd 
eounty lu 1W“. and received his edneation 
in go^ pact at IransylTania University, 
which he left in I'SM to enter the United 
tyutos MiUtary Academy at West Point, 
where he graduated four years Uier. He 
served is the reguUr army from IttJR to 
1%.1, when he resigned bis commission 
«i.ii removed to Mississippi, where.he lived 
in retiremeut until 1N4, when be was 
chosen one of the Prcsidentisl eleetors for 
hti tiiate oo the Polk snd Dallas ticket. 
He was eleeted to Congress in IMS, bet 
the next year resigned his seat in that body 
to take command of the first Mississippi 
regiment of volunteers enrolled for ser- 
vice in the Mexican war, of which be had 
t>eca elected ColoueL His regiment did 
gallant service at Monterey and Bnena 
Vism, and ha was specUlly complimented 
by his Commsuder-in-Chieffur bis conduct 
in these battles. Declining a commission 
as Brigadier ticneral of volnntcers ten- 
dered him by President PoLX, on the 
ground that the Constitution reserves to 
the Sutee respectively the appointment of 
of LhemiliUa.sud that consetguagt- 
ly their appointment by the Federal ex- 
eendve it s violation of the righu of the 
States, be returned home with bis com- 
mand St tkc expiration of their term of ser- 
vice. In IblT be was appointed by the 
Governor s Senator in Congress to hll a 
Tsesney ; and the next year was unani- 
mously elected to the same office by the 
LegibUture. In 1*<50 he was re-elected for 
a full term; but in 1851, he resigned his 
•eat in the henste to run for Governor, 
lor which he wsa liaaten by less 
than one thousand votes, his party 
having been defeated two months before 
by nearly HJIbO majority. In March, 1855, 
be went into Mr. PiESi x's Cabinet as Se- 
cretary of War, which post be held until 
Rarch, 1857. Having been previously 
•leered, on retiring from the War Depart- 
ment he agaiu took bis seat in the Senate 
Jor the term ending March 4, 18li5. On the 
withdrawal of Mississippi from the Union, 
be ratired fn>m the innate, and ere he hud 
reached the home to which the action of 
bis State bad summoned him, he has been 
elected to s ]K)sUion which, under all the 
ciroumstances, must be regarded as the 
most important one in the morld ; and his 
persoMsl character, high attsinmeats, snd 
lung experience, quite as much as hU con- 
duct in the many exalted positions he has 
filled, Jostify us in aucrtiag that he will 
xtot diaspiKiint the exiieetations of bis moat 
aangaine friend*. 

Hon. A. H. Stethenb, the Vice Presi- 
dant elect of the Sonthem Confedarsey, 
bus long been in the councils of his State 
and the nation, and no sutesiuan of the age 
probably has more of the contidsnee of the 
public than he has. .4 Whig until 1856, 
vra believe, be then supported BvcnAXA!i 
for President, and since that date has acted 
with the Democracy. In the last canvass 
for Presidant be gave bis setire support 
•nd powerful inlucnre to Mr. Dololas, 
whose B<>iainatioB he had uiged. In tke 
Teeent canvass for election of delegates to 
the Coovention of his State, be was a co- 
operationist; snd his s{>ccches were freely 
quoted daring the last summer, as they 
bsve be<-n through the present winter, by 
the moderate newspapers and i>oliilcisns 
of the eountry to tusiain their ]>ositioa. 
U*s liesrt and soul la no«- in the canse to 
which bis Bute has comntiued itself; and 
the historian of the present eventful limes 
win record that he was worthy of bis 
ahivalric and gifted chief.

The process of national disintegration 
•nd ref'KmsUon has already begun ; snd in 
tke present state of political iisrtie* and 
•ectional animosities, it must continue 
•alii it works a complete seiiarstiofi of all 
tke dlsvcholding from the non-SUvebold- 
ing Slate*. 

For it is moat palpable that the ]>erpeta- 
atiou in jKia'cr of the Republican party, 
and tke {>crpetuatioB of tke U nion of tkeec 
tbate*. are niterly im]>ossible. Tie two 
rannot so-exist. Between the niUon of 
Slavcbolding and non -Slsveholding States 
^d tke BUck Bepnl>licaa party there must 
^ ever be “an irTe|»resaible conflict;’’ and 
one or the other must go down. It is 
against reason and the nature of thing* 
that one great and important portion of 
any conntry, eompreheadiiig nunicrous and

Federal i>ovemmcni, be perpeiosied in 
power for any considerable time.

connrted into non $/arrhc’dinfj Stotee. 

Hence it becomes of the highest impor- 
tance to consider what will constitute the 
independence of one or more States of the 
other States or union of the Sus s. 

Chancellor Kent, the Blackstone of 
America, himself a Northern man, and at 
once (he profonndest jurist and most en- 
lightened publicist of the niucteeuth cen- 
tury, in his uuparallelled “Commentaries 
on American Law," vol. 1, l>age ‘Ju8-V>, in 
diacussing the independence of the Colo- 
niea, it aeems, has settled this question 
beyond cavil. He says : 

“The Continental Congress, charged with 
the protection of the rights and interests 
of the United Colonies, intrusted with the 
IH>wcrs and sustained by the zeal and con- 
fidence of their constituents, prepared for 
resistance. They published a deelaratiuii 
of the causes and necessity of taking up 
arms, and proceeded iimii^ialely tu levy 
and organize an army, to preserihe rules 
for the government of their land and na- 
val forces, to contract debts, and emit a 
paper currency upon the faith of the Union, 
and gradually assuming all the ;H)w ersuf 
sovereiguty, they, at last, on the Uli d.iy 
of July, 17*76, took a tejnirate and r>iU'o^ »to- 
i tiOH auitmg the not tone the ea>ih, tnj d' -lay- 
! ing the CMitexI .Staten to be free and iiohjien- 
I dent .Staten. 

"lig thU derlitrtum, made in tlic name aud 
by the authority of the people, the colo- 
nies were absolved from all allegiance to 
the British Crown, and .ill i>olllical con- 
nection between them and Great Kritian 
wa« toUlly dcsolved. The principU- of 
self jireservalion aud the right of every 
coiiuuunity to freedom ai.d ha]>]iinu«s,gave 
a sanctiou to this seinralion." 

A popular argument is, th.it revolution 
nr rebellion is lawful only when successful; 
and when unxueerty'ul it is tronun. It will 
be seen that the great and leanicd Chancel- 
lor docs not rest the independence of the 
colonics upon the *wr>r«* of their rebellion, 
hut upon their devtaration alone — of distinct 
sovereignties — of that indc{>cndcncc. “On 
the 4th of July, 1776, they took a sc{<Mralc 
and equal station among the nations of the 
earth, by dr.-laring the United Colonics to 
l>e free and an independent Stales," and 
not in 1783, at the nueonn/ul termination of 
their revolution, when their indeiK-ndcnce 
was acknowledged by the mother country, 
n«r even when their BC]«n«tc nstionaliiy 
) was recognized by other foreign powers.

Mr. Lincoln in the conversation, re- 
ferred to the anti-coercion rcsolution- 
poased tbrougii the House of Represents 
lives at Frankfort by a vote of 87 ayes to fi 
nocs, and asked his visitor, if they expressed 
the sentiment of the i>o<>plc of the Btutc. 

Mr. Hi tchison replied that the people 
of Kentucky are for the I'nion; that they 
will cling to it as the sheet anchor of their 
hopes; that they would make any sacriiiee 
which freemen could make to preserve it; 
bnt he tbonght, if any attempt should lie 
made to coerce the seceding States by Fed- 
eral arms, they would make cumiuou cause 
with the Sonth— that he believed the reso- 
lutions expressed the sentwuent of the 
State. 

Mr. Lincoln then B.tiU with cmjihasis; 
“If Kentucky means to say that if the 
Federal Guvcrnmcnl undertook to recap- 
ture the Sonthem forts and collect the ! 
revenue and war ensue, she will unite 
with the South, LET HER PREPARE FOR 
; WAR.” 

It needed not this emphatic declaration 
of the President elect of the United States 
to convince the people of Kentucky, that 
if wrar ensue lictwcen the North aud the 
l^uth, they cannot avoid being drawn into 
the eonfliet. 

The North will require Kentuky to send 
her aoldiers, and furnish her money, to aid 
them in their desperate attempt to subju- 
gate the South; and if she refuse to obey, 
then she will be deemed a rebel, and her 
sons will be comjicUed to defend theii 
homM again*t the Yankee men.-emirio* of 
Abraham Lincoln ! 

It is {lossihic — barely possible — even yet, 
that by bold and manly action on the part 
of Kentucky, pence may be preserved; but 
if war should en*ue, she will only have to 
choose whether she will fight fur the Free 
States or with the slaTehuldiDg8l:iti>*.

1 he following extract show* the general 
tenor aud b;i*i* of the propoeition made hy 
ivnith Carolina, thruiigb her envoy: 

“lam now iiisiructcd by the Governor of 
South Carolina to *ay that hi* opinion a* to 
the projiricty of demanding that whii h i* 
contained in this letter ha* not only been 
(oniirmed t»y the circuiu't iiita-s wlii(-b my 
mUriou liao dt vclopcd, hut i* now lii- 
(-rca.t-d to coni iciion ol Us nei-cosity. The 
-.ifety of all the Set-eding Stale* requirt's it 
a* much as that of South Carolina. 

“If it be so that Fort Sumter is held a* 
projicrty, Ihe rights, whatever they may be, 
ot the ("niudl Stutc-s, t-an be ascertnrncd; 
and for the s;iti*fHction of those rigbls. the 
I'lcdge of tbe State of South Carolina I am 
autborized to give. 

“If Fort Sumter be not held a* propr rty, 
U is held, -o ray my instriictiuiis, as a mil- 
itary jiost, and ’sucii a ik>si within the liiii- 
itr of South Caiolina will not be tolerated. 

“Vouwill pcn-cive ui>oii tbe pre*mnp- 
lion that it is soU-ly as i>roiii-rty tliat the 
Pn sidc-m cominucs to hold Fort Sumter, 
that I h.ivc been rcb-i-tt d for the iicrform- 
-inci- of the duly iijum whii-li 1 have niier- 
cd. 1 do not ( ome a* a military man, to 
demand the surrender of the furircss, luit 
.4* a legal offict r of my Stall-— its .\ttom<y- 
iicnersl — to claiin for that State 41 s un- 
doiiliicd right of eininetii domsin, and to 
idcdge the' State to make good all injury 
to I lit- right* of j(roi:>erty w hich may arise 
from the exercise of tluii claim. 

“ .South l aroliu.i, a* a *cpnra|(-, indepen 
deni sovereignty, nssuincs the right to 
lake into her j(os»csaion everything within 
her limit* cs,-.ential to iiiMiut.-iin her honor. 

‘ Where Mtety, irrespective of the (|ii' S- 
tioii ,of projieriy, i* the gubjccl, the only 
moral duty i* that requiring cum)(eii6aiion 
to be made lo the owner. This right she 
csiiuot permit to )>e drawn into discussion. 
She w ill pay for all property which she 
takes. 

I “fhe proposition now is, that her law 
onicur should, niidcr the siithority of the 
t.iovcruoraiid his Council, distinctly pledge 
the faith of South Carolina lo make coni- 
IK-iisaiion in regaixl to Fort Sumter and its 
appnrtcuauce* and content*, to the’ lull 
extent of lUeuioney value of the piropcriy 
of the L'uitcd State*, delivered over to the 
aullioritic* of South Carolina by y<>nr 
comtuand. 

“Why, iht'-n. if it i* held as property, do 
vou insisf on holding it by an armed' gar- 
rison? 

"Again, it i* aa.uined that the counten- 
ance of an ariiied i>o*sc*Rion actually jeop- 
ardizes the property you desire to protect. 
It is iiuiioesible but that such possession, 
if eoiiiiuucd long enough, may lead to a 
collision. No jieople will suhinit indefi- 
nitely to an armed o< < npalion of a fortress 
in the midst of the harbor of its principal 
city, aud couimniidiug the ingress ami 
fgre-s of every ship that enters the port, 
the dally ferry b<»atB that ply ui>ou its 
wati-r*, moi lug but st the suflerance of 
alieu*. An attack on ibis fort will not ini- 
jirove it os properly, and if ea]itured will 
no longer lie the subject of account. 

“It is the tuusidemlioii of her own dig- 
nity as a sovereign Stale, and the safety of 
her people which prompts her dem’and, 
that this projieriy bUoiild not longer be 
used as a military i>o»t hv a Government 
w hich she no longer aekn'owledgea. 

“She believe* ibi* to be her iinjH'rative 
duty. It ha*, in fact, iioeonie an absolute 
necessity of tier eoudiiion. 

“1 am furtbe-r instructed lo *av that 
Jioutb Carolina t annot by her silence ap-
